)riginal  Bragdon  Hall  also  known  as  Cushman  Hall  for  a  period  of  time,  was  built  in  1851.  It  housed  the 
mtire  school.  The  structure  was  so  large  that  from  the  lookout  on  the  roof  one  could  see  Boston  and 
nany  surrounding  towns.  The  original  building  housed  classrooms,  offices,  library,  a  chapel,  student 
•00ms,  a  large  kitchen  and  a  dining  hall.  In  1881  what  was  known  as  the  East  Wing  was  added  along  with 
m  entire  floor.  In  1884  an  enclosed  bridge  was  built  connecting  the  main  building  to  Carter  Hall,  which 
leld  a  chapel,  a  pool  and  the  gymnasium.  Unfortunately,  in  1972  the  building  was  torn  down  and  the  heart 
)f  Lasell  College  was  gone.  In  2002  the  Board  of  Trustees  gave  the  school  permission  to  start  construction 
)n  the  NEW  BRAGDON.  This  new  building  will  be  suite  style  rooms,  but  will  never  be  able  to  compete 
/vdth  the  beautiful  original  Bragdon  Hall.
